Paris, April 2.—The American steam- 
er Aztec has been sunk by a subma- 
rine near an island off Brest. Some of 
the crew were rescued and are being 
brought into Brest. A number of the 
men are missing and little hope is 
held that they can be saved, as the 
steamer was torpedoed at night while 
a heavy sea was running. 

William Graves Sharp, the Ameri- 
gan ambassador, was informed this aft- 
ernoon by the French government of 
the torpedoing of the Aztec.and imme- 
diately cabled the state department.

“One of the things that has served to 
convince us that the Prussian autoc- 
racy was not and never could be our 
friend is that from the very outset of 
the present war it has filled our un- 
suspecting communities and even our 
offices of government with spies and 
set criminal intrigues everywhere afoot 
against our national unity of council, 
our peace within and without, our in- 
dustries and our commerce.” 

It was evident, the president added, 
that the spies were here even before 
the war began. That the German gov- 
ernment means to stir up enemies at 
the very doors of the United States 
was eloquently proved, he sald, by 
the revelation of the plot to embroil 
Japan and Mexico in war with the 
United States. 

“We are accepting this challenge of 
hostile purpose,“ sald the president, 
“because we know that in such gov- 
ernment, following such methods, we 
can never have a friend; and that in 
the presence of its organized power, 
always lying in wait to accomplish 
we know not what purpose, there can 
be no assured security for the demo- 
cratic governments of the world.” . 

The “whole force of the nation,” 
if necessary, the president declared, 
would be spent against “this natural 
foe to liberty,” and “to cheek its pre- 
tentions and its power.” 

Toward Germany » allies, the presi- 
dent said, the United States was tak- 
ing no action at this time, because 
they were not engaged in warfare 
against Americans on the seas. 


GERMANY 
RUNS AMUCK. 


The United States, he said, was mov- 
ing only against an irresponsible 
government which has thrown aside 
all considerations of humanity and of 
right and is running amuck.”

UTMOST AID 
FOR ALLIES. 


“What tuts will involve is clear. It 
will involve the utmost practicable 
co-operation in counsel and action with 
the governments now at war with 
Germany and, as incident to that, the 
extension to those 1 of the 
most liberal financial credits, in' order 
that our resources may so far as pos- 
sible be added to theirs. It will. in- 
volve the organization and mobilization 
of all the material resources of the 


‘country to supply the materials of war 
and serve the incidental needs of the 


nation in the most abundant and yet 


possible. It will involve the immedi- 


ate full equipment of the navy in all 


respects but particularly in supplying 
it with the best means of dealing wit 
the enemy's submarines. 

‘It will involve the immediate addi- 


tion to the armed forces of the Unit-, 


ed States already provided for by law 
in case of war at last five hundred 
thousand men, who should, in my opin- 
ion, be chosen upon the principle of 
universal liability to service, and also 
the authorization of subsequent addi- 
tional increments of equal force 80 
soon as they may be needed and can be 
handled in training. It will involve 
also, of course; the granting of ade- 
quate credits to the government, sus- 
tained, hope, so far as they can 
equitably be sustained by the present 
generation, by well-conceived taxation. 

“I say sustained so far as may be 
equitable by taxation because it seems 


base the credits. which will now be 
necessary entirely on money borrowed. 
It is our duty, I most respectfully urge, 
to protect our people so far as we may 
against the very serious hardships and 
evils which would be likely to arise 
out of the inflation which would be 
produced by vast loans. 

“In carrying out the measures by 
which these things are to be accom- 
plished we should keep constantly in 
mind the wisdom of interfering as lit- 
tle as possible in our own preparation 
and in the equipment of our own mili- 
tary forces with the duty—for it will 
be a very practical duty—of supplying 
the nations already at war with Ger- 
many with the materials which they 
can obtain only from us or a ! our as- 
sistance. They are in the field and 
we should help them in every way to 
be effective there. 

J shall take the liberty of suggest- 
ing, through the several executive de- 
partments of the government for the 
consideration of your committees 
measures for th eaccomplishment of 
the several objects I have mentioned. 
1 hope that it will be your pleasure to 
deal with them as having been framed 
after, very careful thought by the 
branch of the government upon which 
the responsibility of conducting the 
war and safeguarding the nation will 
most directly fall. 


NEUTRALITY 
NOT POSSIBLE. 


“While we do these things, these 
deeply momentous things, let us be 
very clear, and make very clear to all 
the world what our motives and our 
objects are. My own thought has not 
been driven from its habitual and nor- 
mal course by the unhappy events of 
the last two months, and I do not be- 
lieve that the thought of the nation 
has been altered or clouded by them.

Pacifists Have Turbulent 


Time in Washington. 


Washington, April 2.—Parifists who 
came to Washington by the thousands 
today under the guidance of the Emer- 
gency Peace Federation to protest to 
congress against war had a turbulent 
time. The capital, bedecked with the 
national colors and overflowing with 
patriotic enthusiasm, gave the peace 
advocates anything but a cordial re- 


ception. 

On the streets the white arm bands 
and “we want peace” streamers of the 
visitors drew frequent jeers. At the 
capitol “patriotic pilgrims” from va- 
rious cities went over the same course 
as the pacifists, urging members’ of 
congress to uphold the hand of the 
president and the honor of the nation. 

There were various disorders, the 
most sensational incident of the dar 
following a call at the office of Senator 
Lodge, the veteran legislator from 
Massachusetts, by a pacitist group from 
his state. The senator was called to 
his door to hear the arguments of the 
visitors. There were harsh words 
then blows were exchanged between 
the senator—aged 67—and Alexander 
W. Bannwart, 36 years old, of Dorches- 
ter, born in Switzerland of Swiss-Ger- 
man parents. Senator Lodge sent his 
antagonist to the floor with a blow: to 
the jaw, and while the office force was 
clearing away the other pacifists, a 
young man in the corridor pummelied 
Bannwart vigorously before turning 
him over for a beating at the hands 
of David B. Herman, a half-grown 
telegraph messenger. 

HBannwart Very Bleody. 


Then the capitol police appeared and 
Bannwart, very bloody, was locked up 
charged with assault. Later he was 
released on $1,000 cash bail for his ap- 
pearance tomorrow morning in police 
court. 

Bannwart for some time has been a 
promoter and secretary of the Wood- 
row Wilson Independent League, of 
Massachusetts. He graduated in 1906 
from Princeton university. 

As soon as the pacifists began to 
arrive today they were sent to Capitol 
Hill by their leaders and told to see 
the senators and representatives from 
their states. The capitol and the house 
and senate daffice buildings literally 
swarmed with them for several hours. 
It was during this period that Bann- 
wart and several associates called at 
the office of Senator Lodge. Amon 
Pothers who were with him, he said, 
were Rev. Geor L. Parker, of Som- 
erville, Mass., P. H. Drake, of 
Christ church, Dorchester, Mass., and 
Mrs. A; M. Peabody, of Cambridge. 

Senator Lodge, Senator Weeks and 
others who saw the encounter Say 
Bannwart ‘struck the first blow at the 
conclusion of a volley of remarks in 
which Bannwart called the senator a 
“damned coward,” and the senator re- 
plied, “You are a Har.“

Washington, April 2.—The democrats, 
with the aid of four of the five inde- 
| pendenta, organized the house when the 
new congress assembled today, re- 
‘electing Speaker Champ Clark, of Mis- 
souri, and sweeping into ofice with 
him all the other democratic caucus 
nominees. 

Mr. Clark received 217 votes against 
205 for Representative Mann, the re- 
Publican choice for speaker, who not 
only failed to receive an independent 
vote, but lost the support of five of his 
party colleagues, 

All the democrats present voted for 
Mr. Clark, and were joined by Repre- 
sentatives Schall, progressive, Minne- 
sota; Martin, progressive-protectionist, 
Louisiana; London, socialist, New York, 
and Randall, prohibitionist, California, 
The five republicans who did not sup- 
port Mr. Mann were Gardner, Massa- 
chusetts, who voted for Representative 


and |Lenroot, of Wisconsin; Gray, of New 


Jersey, and Dallinger, Massachusetts, 
who voted for Representative Gillette, 
of Massachusetts, and Haskell, New 
York, and James, Michigan, who voted 
“present.” Representative Fuller, in- 
dependent, Massachusettes, voted for 
Representative Lenroot. 
Schall Nominated Clarke. 

To the surprise of the republicans, 
Representative Schall placed Mr. Clark 
in nomination. For a time it was 
thought that he had done so by inadver- 
tence, but later it developed he had 
acted. through prearrangement with 
democratic leaders. He asked rmis- 
sion to address the house just after the 
first roll call, and then, after declar- 
ing the international situation demand- 
ed united support of President 
son, aroused tremendous cheering by 
announcing that although with hie 
sightless eyes he could be of no use on 
the battlefield; he could at least sup- 

ort the president by casting a vote 
or Champ Clark. 

Representative Green, of Massachu- 
setts, presented Mr. Mann's name in a 
brief speech and Representative Len- 
root, of Wisconsin, the progressive re- 
publican leader, seconded if. There 
were no other. nominations, and in just 
an hour and forty minutes after the 
house was convened; Mr. Clark, as he 
had predicted to the minute several 
days ago, was declared elected and was 
escorted to the chair 7 a committee 
headed by Mr. Mann. In a brief 
dress the speaker pleaded for united 
action in the present crisis. 


Cheers fer Miss Rankin. 


Calling of the roll was replete with 
outbursts of applause but the lion’s 
share went to Mfss Jeannette Rankin, 
of Montana, a republican and the first 
woman to be elected to the house, 
She was given three separate ovations, 
once when she entered the chamber 
on the arm of her colleague, Repre- 
sentative Bvans, of Hentens, again 
when she responded the call of 
members, and a third time when she 
voted for Mr. Mann.

Allegations in $2,000,000 Suit 
Already Decided in U. 8. 


Joel Hurt, prominent Atlantan, who 
was one of several defendants named

in bankruptcy for the Georgia Steel 
company, 
charged with fraud in the sale to th 
Steel company of certain coal lands, 
Monday gave out a.statement in which 
he denies the charges made against 
him, the Trust Company of Georgia 
and others, and asserts that all the 
allegations made have already been 
considered and decided in the United 
States court, Judge Newman presiding. 

In teference to the suit filed Satur- 


day. Mr. Hurt says: 

The allegations therein made have been 
in issue in the United States district court 
for the northern district of Georgia fer 
nearly four years and in that court ex- 
actly the same charges were made and 
heard, and recently Judge William T. New- 
man has rendered his decision finding that 
none of these charges are true. I presume 
that this suit was brought in the city court 
in order that the right to make an effort 
to recover. damages should not become 
barred by limitation pending an appeal 
which has been taken by the trustee in 
r to the decision of Judge New- 
ma 
In Judge Newman's opinion the court 
pointed out that the sale was made 
originally without the tonsent of any 
of the officers of the Georgia Iron and 
Coal company by the creditors’ com- 
mittee, headed by C. E. Currier, under 
a certain power of attorney which had 
been executed to him, and that when 
the contract of sale was made that Mr. 
Hurt protested against it and was in 
effect forced into making a contract of 
sale to avoid controversy and litiga- 
tion, although certain concessions were 
made to him in order to gain his con- 
sent. The court found that there was 
no fraudulent misrepresentation made 
in behalf of the vendor company or by 
anybody acting for it. 

in connection with the alleged secret 
commissions which are charged in the 
suit, Judge Newman said: 

“What impresses me most with refer- 
ence to the insufficiehcy of this matter of 
secret commissions to void the _ transac- 
tions is the entire openness of the whole 
matter, as I have indicated, the entire 
lack of any concealment about it being 
to me clear evidence that Eee wrong 
was intended, or supposed attached 
to thie part of the transaction.” 

In evidence of the good faith of the 
vendor in the sale of the property the 
opinion says: 

“There is no doubt whatever from the 
evidence that the Southern Steel company 
had the amplest opportunity to examine 
this property. They had experineced ex- 
perts to go over it, and there seems to 
have been not the slightest objection to 
their making a very full examination and 
to giving them all the facts connected with 
the property.”

Now since the emoke of battle has 
cleared from the field of the “bone 
dry” extra session, it begins to appear 
that, in so far as one’s keeping a bot- 
tle of booze at his home is concerned, 
the new “bone dry” law isn’t such a 


wild and woolly affair, after all. 

There is no question but that the 
“bone dry” law forbids anyone to keep 
any liquor at his home, but it is the 
expressed opinion of Senator Ogden 
Persona, president of the state senate 
and co-author with Governor Harris of 
the “bone dry” law, that no effort will 
ever be made to enfd®ce the features of 
the law which forbids a man to keep 
liquor in his home. 

“Under the general laws of Georgia,” 
stated Senator Persons, the only way 
an officer can make a search of a 
man’s nome is with a search warrant 
and this warrant must be sworn out 
for the recovery of stolen property. 
The new law makes no change in this 
provision whatsoever, but, on the con- 
trary, declares liquor contraband, 
thereby taking away from it its qualifi- 
cations as property. and a search war- 
rant, therefore, could not be sworn out 
to f liquor in 4 man’s home. I do 
not expect that « search warrant will 
ever: be sworn. out for the purpose of 
See whether or not a private 
citizen has liquor at his home. 

“The object of this feature of the 
law. is to get the ‘blind tiger,’ and 
liquor in such places may be found 
upon a raid, just as has been the case 
in the past.” 

This view of the senator's coincides 
with that expressed by Governor Har- 
ris, in reply to a telegram of inquiry 
upon the point from a Georgia sheriff. 
To this telegram the governor replied: 

“Act just approved gives no w- 
er of search to officers in addition 
to that prescribed in the general 
law. Know of no other. 

“Sections 1325, 1326, 1327, 1328 
and 1329 of the Georgia Code, all 
deal with search warrants, but the 
warrants are confined strictly to 
search. for stolen goods.”

J. J. BROWN URGES 
FARMERS..OF STATE 


In a statement to the press Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture J. J. Brown urges 
the farmers of Georgia to plant every 
available acre of ground in food crops.

“Official statistics show that, last 

ear, the southeast spent $600,000,000 
or food products imported by us from 
the west. Practically the whole of that 
could have been produced in the fields 
and around the farm homes of the peo- 
ple who spent their money for it else- 
where. In Georgia the importation has 
not been less, for foods and feedstuffs, 
than in the average southeastern state, 
in the face of the fact that Georgia 
could, if we bring the maximum yields 
from our lands by scientific operation, 
produce a surplus instead of investing

Pledges Loyalty 


Mass Meetings and Adopt 
Resolutions Pledging Sup- 
port—Resolutions Offered 
by President of Georgia 
Peace Society. 


Athens, Ga., April 3.—(Special.)— 
Resolutions of loyalty to the nation 
and to the president, pledging abso- 
lute support to the government in the 
present crisis, were adopted by both 
the students and the faculty of the Uni- 
3 ot Georgia, in mass meetings 

held today. 

The University of Georgia is the first 
state university established in America 
and was founded by patriots and has, 
since that time as now, always up- 
held consistent Christian principles of 


; 


peace. 

The mass meeting of the students 
was especially called on the eve of gov- 
erumental action and patriotism held 
full sway. 

The resolutions were offered by Dr. 
H. C. White, senior member of the 
faculty, who is also president of the 
Georgia Peace society. Copies will be 
sent to both the governor and the presi- 
dent. 

Other resolutions favoring the uni- 
versal military training were also 
adopted. 


Resolutions in Full. 

The resolutions as adopted in full 
follow: 

“Resolved, first, That the University 
of Georgia, the first established of the 
state universities of America, through- 
out its history has constantly stood for 
the Christian virtues of peace on earth 
and good will toward men. 

“For a century and a quarter it has 
consistently, so far as its teachi 
and its influence might avail, uphel 
the sanctity of law and mutual re- 
spect and fair dealing among men. 
Founded by patriots just emerged from 
the historic conflict by which our great 
republic was established, it has as 
constantly endeavored to promote that 
love of freedom, truth and justice which 
is the invaluable heritage of the 
American people.
